Although no decision 
lias 
been 
giv en by Umpire Captain Brown of 
the United States army, it is gener­ 
ally conceded that t ho offense, name­ 
ly, the First and Second battalions, 
gained the adv antage in the working 
out of the military problem at, 
the 
sham battle this morning on 
the 
Trum an farm between the First and 
Second battalions and the Third bat­ 
talions of the Sixtli regiment. 
The problem# as giv en is this, the 
army composed of battalions One and 
Two were supposed 
to he camped 
last night at a j k>int. about 15 miles 
north of Dixon. They receiv e word 
this morning that an enemy is ap­ 
proaching from the south, and are 
ordered to mov e south to the Galena 
av enue bridge at Dixon and are 
to 
blow up and destroy this bridge so 
the enemy may be checked in their 
mov ement northward 
They 
start 
southward and are intercepted by the 
enemy when a mile 
or so 
out 
of 
camp, near the entrance to the Tru­ 
man farm. The enemy was represent­ 
ed by the Third battalion, com mand­ 
ed by Major Geiger. Captain Uall of 
Kewanee commanded the First bat­ 
talion and Major Reig the So und. 
The meeting of the two forces 
re­ 
sulted in this m orning’s engagement. 
The enemy was attacked and pul 
on the defensiv e and 
at first they 
seemed to hav e the best of the war 
game, but the tide turned in fav or of 
the attacking party toward the last. 
The cn ■agement lasted an hour 
<>r 
more and was considerably 
longer 
and more exciting than the battle of 
last Friday. 
The hot firing came from the front 
at first, but under cov er of the bluff 
at the front of the mov ement three 
companies of the 
attacking 
force 
mov ed to the rigin and executed a 
Hank mov ement on the left flank of 
the defense, turning 
their 
Hank, 
which, had the engagement been real 
would hav e probably won the battle 
The opinion, in theory, is that the 
First and Second battalions accom­ 
plished what they undertook, burn­ 
ed the Dixon bridge, although the re­ 
sult is not ev ident to the naked eye. 
The manouev ers tha. were executed 
tiiis morning, in theory, took sev eral 
days. For instance, instead of being 
tramped last night 15 miles north of 
Dixon, the First and Second battal­ 
ions camped in their beds at Camp 
Deneen, and were only sent as 
far 
out as the old ruined house at the 
east end of the T rum an farm 
this 
morning. The bridge, too, is not ev en 
scratched or dented, much less blown 
up. 


The tiring ceased and the battle 
ended about 1 1 o'clock this morning 
and the regiment marched back to 
camp, all on fairly good terms, con­ 
sidering the bloody 
warfare 
they 
waged against each other this morn­ 
ing.
